THE DECLARATION OF 
INDEPENDENCE

Every man, woman and child 
who is now living in the United 
States enjoys, “certain inalienable 
rights,” the most important of 
them being, “life, liberty, and the | 
pursuit of happiness.’ Possibly, 
these rights would not exist if 
the Declaration of Independence 
had not come into effect. The Dec- 
laration of Independence guaran- 
teed these rights. With the sign- 
ing of this important document 
came freedom from the unjust laws 
and tyranny impressed upon the 
colonies by the King of England. 
The Declaration of Independence 
has come to mean more than 
thirteen small states in a far-away 
land declaring themselves free. It 
has come to mean more than a 
group of dull, history-book char- 
acters sitting down to sign a paper 
drawn up by a young man named 
Tom Jefferson. The Declaration 
of Independence is a symbol of ou: 
freedom. 

This freedom we now enjoy has 
cost us many lives. The Revolution- 
ary War was only a prelude to 
all the American blood that would 
be shed in the cause of our libtr- 
ty. Many brave men have fought 
and died in defense of their coun- 
try. As one of colonial America’s 
great statemen, Patrick Henry, 
they too preferred death to op- 
pression. 

To haye only one of the free- 
doms stated in our Declaration of 
life be without freedom? Nothing! 

For a long time the colonists 
put up with the abuses piled upon 
them by the king. They were angry 
when the King levied high taxes 
against them and refused them 
representative in Parliment. Yet 
they had no choice but to pay 
taxes. Their anger was further 
aroused when the King refused 
to create laws necessary to 
the colonies. More and more the 
King mistreated the colonists. 
Feeling against the King rose un- 
til it came to a climax when a 
group of the nation’s important 
men met in a church in Philadel- 
phia. 

On July 4, 1776 the Declaration 
of Independence was unanimously

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Outlook For Egg | 


Prices Is Betfer 


When are egg prices going up? 
Will they go to 45c per dozen 
this fall? (This means 45c per 
dozen for large A quality to the 
grower). These and numerous oth- 
er questions are being asked very 
frequently. There is a good reason. 
A neighboring county has just 
issued a release showing that the 
growers the first four months of 
1950 received 27.5 per cent less 
for his eggs than in 1949 while 
their feed costs were only 7.1 per 
cent less. So growers are all in- 
terested in the outlook for better 
egg and lower feed prices. 

In reviewing the past records, 
we find that in some years there 
has been a spread of 10 cents per 
dozen between the May and No- 
vember prices while in other years 
the increase was only 2 or 3 cents. 
The price the grower received in 
this county in May was 55.8 cents, 
while in November that year, he 
received 65.6 cents or approxi- 
mately 10 cents more. In May 
1949 the grower received 48.9 cents 
and in November only 51.3 cents 
or an increase of 2.4 cents per 
dozen. The price this May is ap- 
proximately 35 cents. The question 
asked is “will the November price 
be 37 cents:or 45 cents pre dozen 
to the grower?” We think either 
figure too extreme, but believe 
that a price of 42 to 43 cents in 
November can be anticipated. 

Fifty-two per cent of the chicks 
hatched in a calender year are 
hatched in the first four months. 
On May ist the Bureau of Agri- 
culture Economics estimated the 
chicks and young chickens on the 
farm in the United States of this 
year’s hatch at 402 million or 
5 per cent less than on May 1, 
1949. Chicks booked for May and 
June 1950 delivery, or advance or- 
ders, show a sharp decrease in 
demand. Bookings below 1949 for 
various parts of the United States 
were as follows: 

East North Central States 56 
per cent less, West North Central 
States 49 per cent less, South At- 
lantic States 65 per cent less, East 
South Central States 63 per cent 
less and the West South Central 
States 60 per cent less. New Eng- 
land with a 2 per cent and the 
Pacific coast with 1 per cent, show 
the only increases. This may in 
part be due to the recent increase 
in broiler and fryer prices. Approx- 
imately 20 per cent of each years 
chicks are hatched in May and 
June. If the average decrease for 
the nation for the months would 
be 50 per cent below 1949, it would 
mean 10 per cent less chicks 
hatched for the year. These fac- 
tors all point to better future egg 
prices. It should prevent an early 
drop in prices this fall such as 
occurred last October and result 
in a better average fall price 
through November and December.

The assessed valuation of 
west end of San Bernardino coun- 
the proposed district determines 
the interest and rights to Colo- 
rado river water we will acquire 
once we gain membership in the 
MWD. 

The route of the great Colorado 
River Aqqueduct is shown on the 
map, traversing the Chino basin 
from east to west in a most ad- 








vantageous location to suit the 
future needs of the district. It 
will be noted that a fairly large 
portion of the city of Pomona is 
also in the Chino basin. The Po- 
mona area having already voted 
to form its own Municipal Water 
District is now in process of se- 
lecting its board of directors for 
the district, the second of the 
three steps necessary toward 
membership in the Metropolitan 
Water District. 

The management of the propos- 
ed district will be strictly in the 
hands of a board of directors of 
five members. These five direc- 
tors will be elected by the people 
of the district after the district 
is formed and they will be repre- 
sentative citizens of this district, 
responsible to the people alone, 
and it is well to emphasize the
